The Japanese appeared well on 
their way to achieving their alma 
in China, even 
as 
nine-power 


treaty signatories prepared for a 
conference in Brussels on some 
means of bringing about an ami- 
cable settlement 
of th 
Asiatic 
conflict. 


On the Shanghai front, the Jap- 


anese after weeks of battle fi- 
nally have driven back the Chi- 
nese to new defense lines beyond 
Chapel, native section of the city 
just to the north of tho Inter- 
national settlement, American ma- 
rines and British troops offered 
to aid a lone Chinese battalion, 
trapped in Chapel, but they re- 
fused—and 
fought 
from 
ware- 
houses, 
facing 
almost 
certain 
death. 


Widespread 
fighting 
extended 
along 
the 
battle 
line run- 


ning 
northwest 
of 
Shanghai 
through captured Tazang as the 
Japanese struggled definitely to 
break the Chinese grip on Shang- 
hai.

A hot-water heater In a 


nearby bunkhouse Ignited escap- 
ing gasoline, the flame traveling 
back to the men, who had been 
sprayed with gas. The victims 
lived about ten hours. 


Damage to the Martin refinery 
where they were employed, was 
about $1,000. 
An automobile be- 
longing, to Joe Reynolds, refinery 
garage employe, was destroyed by 
fire. 


Firemen brought the blaze un- 
der control with chemicals after 
flames several times touched 
a 
nearby tank with 240,000 gallons 
of gasoline. The larger tank was 
equipped with a_ vapor-proof top.

What Is an ever-normal granary? 
Secretary Wallace describes It as 
a government system of storing 
surplus corn, wheat, cotton and 
other chief farm products from 
bumper harvests for use 
when 


podr crops reduce supplies. 
Has it ever been tried? 
The classical example of 
Blb- 


llcan story of Joseph, who stored 
crops from tho seven fat years 
for use In tho seven years of fam- 
ine. Wallace says the Chinese op- 
erated an ever-normal granary for 
1,400 
years and that early Mor- 


mon settlers in the west used it 
for wheat. 


Is there a recent example? 
Wallace says the 
government 


loan on the large 1933 corn 
crop 
was a partial example. 


Would the ever-normal granary 


Involve control over what a farm- 
er grows or sells? 


Control Essential. 


Some control would be essen- 


tial, Wallace says, when stocks of 
corn, wheat or cotton In the gran- 
ary became 
large. 
Otherwise, 


farmers probably would continue 
to produce so much that prices 
would go down and the govern- 
ment loan funds would bo en- 
dangered, 
How much would the granary 


system cost? 


Some officials say about $700,- 


000,000 would be enough the first 
year. This would be about $200,- 
000,000 more than the 
present 


farm benefit payments. Critics say 
It would cost $1,000,000,000 or more 


How would It be financed? 
Wallace has suggested a return 


to the processing tax system used 
when the orglinal agricultural ad- 
justment administration program 
wag set up In 1933. President 
Roosevelt told congress it must 
offset any additional expenditures 
with new Income.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 28.—(/P)— 


The federal reserve board, appar- 
ently seeking to stem tho tide of 
stock market selling, has Issued 
regulations which in effect will 
make it easier to buy securities 
than to sell them. 


The now rules, effective Mon- 


day, will cut from 55 to 40 per 
cent the amount of cash which 
traders must put up for the pur- 
chasa of stocks and will require a 
50 per cent margin on short sales. 


This readjustment of credit con- 


trols over the market. Is expected

ccniragH buying and erect a bar- 
rior against short selling. 


In practice, the buyer of a $100 


share of stock will have to put 
up only $40 In cash. If he wants 
to sell the same security short he 
will have to hand over $50

National Safety Council reported 
today 28,140 persons died in traf- 
fic accidents during tho first nine 
months of 1037, a nine per cent 
increase over the total for the 
same period last year.

diplomats. 


"Mussolini turned to what both 


Nazi Germany and Fascist Italy 
term the threat of "bolshevlsm" 
In Europe. 


"For durable and fruitful poace 
It is necessary that bolshevlsm 
be eliminated In Europe," he told 
the massed blackshlrts and vlslt- 
rs. 
"It Is necessary that some claus- 
es 
of 
tho (world war) peace 
treaties be revised," he went on. 
"It is necessary that a great 
people, the German people, nave 
once more the place to which it 
Is entitled and which it once pos- 
sessed In the African Sun."

After tho first excited whirl of 
buying had subsided, tho market 
dropped into a calmer pace and 
part of tho initial gains were 
erased. 


More than a million shares were 


traded on the "big board" In tho 
first 
hour. 
In 
tho next hour 


transactions fell to less than half 
that, with the turnover to mid- 
dav approximately 1,460,000. 


Some of tho 
volatile trading 


mediums backed down from {2 
to $5 a share from early prices 
as demand from shorts fell off.

however, gains predominated.

. biographical 
and 
philosophical, 


< after the fashion of his kind, and 
*v full of self-pity. He frequently al- 


luded to liquor as his worst en- 
emy. 


In his early forties, the 
man 
had once been an actor, "a good 
actor," he assured me. But strong 
drink had mastered him and he 
was at the moment on the way to 
Florida, to play the cornet and 
trumpet 
in 
an 
orchestra. 
He 


hoped that down there he could 
straighten up and breaW the habit 
that had already 
broken 
him. 


For the poor fellow's moral char- 
acter was gone. His own 
self- 


revillngs were manifestly true. He 
assented to all I said—and then 


• ordered another bottle of booze. 
The Source of Sorrow. 
Even while gratifying his ap- 


petite for drink, this poor wreck 
—who pictured his own plight In

Fit For The Crisis. 


Without going into the multi- 


form -evils which attend the use 
of liquor—its dulling of the finer 
sensibilities; its excitation of the 
lower passions and its lessening 
of moral resistance; its economic 
cost; its blurring of the judg- 
ment and impairment of the sense 
of 
responsibility—it 
should 
be 


sufficient to remind the younger 
generation that they are living in 
a crisis time that takes every re- 
source of mind and 
spirit 
and 


body. 


Nobody knows what may befall 


the world in the 
next 
twenty 
years. But every intelligent per- 
son understands that the wise 
will make themselves ready 
for 
anything. That means a conserv- 
ing and a training of one's pow- 
ers for their highest use. To en- 
ter 
the 
testing—and 
perhaps 


tragic—tomorrow with 
nerveless, 
habit-ridden, debilitated body and 
spirit Is simply to Invite disaster. 
Only the prepared will prevail. 
Competent individuals are 
now 
the hope of civilization. The is- 
sues arc to grave to be dealt with 
by men and women who are slaves 
to any habit. 


Preserving Personality. 


Every day of every year, police 
and magistrates and judges hear 
the most ancient excuse for the 
commission of every crime in the 
calendar—"I was not myself; 
I 


had been drinking." Murder, rape, 
theft, treason, violence, all emerge 
from the bottle that has 
ever 
been humanity's worst foe. There 
is no need for any new evidence 
—such as the drunkard-driven au- 
tomobile—to convict this 
ancient 


evil. 


Human personality, which is the 
most sacred thing on earth, heav- 
en's highest bequest to men, can- 
not be preserved In the face of 
excessive drinking. (And what tip- 
pler can tell when his "moder- 
ate" drinking becomes excessive? 
An A- eri—i Ambassador's wife 
once told me of a woman guest 
who had been babbling, "Once a 
single cocktail bothered me; now 
I can drink fifteen, without any 
effect at all." "And all the while 
she 
was ' talking," 
commented 


Madame Ambassador, "she was 
silly drunk.") 


George Eliot once wrote, "The 


great thing In life is to do with- 
out 
opium"—by 
that 
sentence 


meaning that one should not drug 
or deceive one's self In any fash- 
ion; but always face reality open- 
eyed. To confront every situation 
in the full possession 
of one's 


own powers, that Is functioning 
personality. Susan Coolldge's fam- 
iliar lines carry this truth for 
the times; 


"He serves his country best 
Who lives pure life and doeth 


righteous deed, 
And walks straight paths 
how- 


ever others stray, 
And leaves his sons, as uttermost 


bequest,

KING GEORGE VI 
PROMISES ATTEMPTS 


TO RESJORE PEACE 


BRITISH MONARCH PROM- 
ISES AIR RAID PROTECTION 


FOR ALL ENGLAND 


LONDON, 
Oct. 
26.—<£>)—King 


George VI., an carnc.it figure in 
the splendid trappings of Britain's 
undent majesty, pledged his gov- 
ernment today to attempts to re- 
store pence to China and Spain, 


At the same time, the monarch 
promised air raid protection for 
all England and 
forecast 
more 


help for England's needy fami- 
lies. 


The monarch read slowly and 
hesitatingly the prepared text of 
his speech. 
Frequent 
pauses, 


some 
of ten 
seconds' duration, 


broke 
the sentences and 
some 


words were lost entirely to the 
gallery—apparently because of a 
speech Impediment 
which 
has 


troubled the king for a number 
of years. 


He opened his first parliament 


from the throne dias In the som- 
ber House of Lords—with Queen 
Elizabeth in a chair of state at 
his side—and concluded with this 
unusual benediction; 


"I pray that under the bless- 


ings of Almighty God the outcome 
of your deliberations may advance 
the happiness and well being of 
my people and the peace of the 
world." 


Usually the king merely invokes 
a divine blessing on Parliament's 
'labors." Otherwise, however, the 
speech delivered to the assempled 
members of parliament 
in the 


musty grandeur of the house of 
Lords hewed to the usual for- 
mula. 


It began with: "My relations 


with foreign powers continue to 
be friendly." 


It told the legislators that the 


monarch 
had 
invited 
Belgium's 


King Leopold to visit him In No- 
vember and Rumana'i King Carol 
next spring. 
' Then It dealt with the spectacle 
of war on two continents. 


"My minister* 
have 
followed 


with growing concern the contin- 
uance of conflict in Spain. It Is 
their aim to do everything which 
lies In their power to assist toward 
restoration of peace among the 
Spanish people. 
"They believe a strict applica- 


tion of the international policy of 
non-intervention In Spain will ma- 
terially contrlbte to this end," the 
king declared. 
Far East Situation. 
"The position in the Far East 


will continue to engage the ear- 
nest attention of my government 
who will persist In their policy 
of attempting in sco-operaton with 
other governments, whether mem- 
bers of the League of Nations or 
not, 
to mitigate

SIXTEEN-CYLINDER 


LOCOMOTIVE 


On top of all the other 


innovations with which the 
railroads have been surpris- 
ing us lately, it looks as if 
locomotives are going to 
stop puffing. The Baltimore 
and Ohio breaks out with 
plans for a steam engine 
without visible driving rods, 
and with as many cylinders 
as a fancy automobile. 


Instead of two huge cy- 


linders, one on each side of 
the engine, there \yill be 16 
of them geared directly to 
the wheel axles, and work- 
ing as silently as a gas 
motor or a steam turbine, 
with none of 
the 
usual 


pounding 
on the tracks. 


The gears will run in a con- 
stanj bath of oil. The en- 
gine is expected to develop 
5,000 horsepower and haul 
14 standard Pullman cars 
100 miles an hour on a 
straight, level track, with 
15 per cent fuel saving.

knowledge vital to general pro- 
grams, 


The regional exucutlve declared 


that continued governmental in- 
tervention and regulation of busi- 
ness had left only a thin line to 
mark the difference between poli- 
tics and business, recalling that 
It had always been tho aim of 
Ills organization to stay out of 
politics. He declared the continu- 
ed trend 
toward 
regimentation 
and standardization was danger- 
ous to chambers of commerce and 
their 
ideals which Included In- 


dividual enterprise, open compe- 
tition and Individual rewards for 
effort. 


H« declared that th« foremost 
problem before every group to- 
day In the world of business was 
tho rising coat of government, the 
burden of taxes, and the multi- 
plicity of levies. Mr. Harrison said 
that a study made by a commit- 
tee on publio expenditures reveal- 
ed that while the population of 
Texas had doubled since 1900 the 
cost of government had Increas- 
ed fifteen times. 


The speaker said that the legis- 
lators were not alone to blame 
but that tho responsibility must 
be shared by the Individual citi- 
zens 
and by every subordinate 
regulatory body. 


The Tax Problem. 
He stated that the East Texas 


Chamber was trying to do some- 
thing 
about 
the tax problem, 
which had been dodged too long 
because of the nearness to poli- 
tics. A tax study committee was 
announced and a regional meet- 
ing will be held in Tyler on Nov. 
12, at 
which representatives of 


local tax committees are expect- 
ed to continue the study of the 
problem and make plans to pro- 
vide necessary 
funds 
to secure 


tax experts for research and sur- 


veys, looking to a solution of thn 
problem. 


Enlarging on the difficulties ot 
economy, the speaker said that 
the Individual citizens or groups 
were as much to blame as the 
legislators for while they were 
fighting one tax they were fre- 
quently or generally asking for 
a large appropriation from the 
proceeds of another levy. He said 
most business men favored tax 
reductions until It affected some 
project which benefited them or 
in which they were 
interested. 


In the discussion on the tap: 
problem, 'several Corslcana busi- 
ness men were heard Including 
Sydney Marks, C. c. Roberts, W- 
P. McCammon, and L- I. Griffin. 
The discussion brought out tho 


need for export advice and lead- 
ership, a realization that business 
men had been afraid of the tax 
problem too long, and that gen- 
erally the "politicians" had been 
living too "fat and fine" off the 
proceeds of the nation and some 
thing should be done about it. 


Mr. Harrison suggested that the 
time had come when a general 
"tax policy" should be determin- 
ed, accepted and put Into prac- 
tice.

Insulin

common antiseptic and

ducing drug. The resorclnol acts 
as an emulslfier to clean fat from 
the linings of the stomach and 
Intestines by making it more sol- 
uble In water than It normally Is. 


The University of Rochester ex- 


perimenters had prevluosly shown 
that 
Insulin 
can 
be 
absorbed 


through the stomach and Intes- 
tines and then acts in the ordin- 
ary way to burn up the excess 
sugar in the blood which produces 
diabetes. Presence 
of fats, acid 


conditions, and the enzyme pep- 
sin 
prevented 
this absorption, 


however. 


The next step, now nearing com- 


pletion In tests on human beings, 
was the addition of the resorcl- 
nol to neutralize the pepsin, pro- 
duce an alkaline condition, and 
emulsify the fat in order to clean 
up 
the digestive tract 
for en- 


trance of the insulin.
